Theelected 
invention is a method of treating a tumor by administering hvdroaen peroxide and sodium hypochlorite to said tumor 
Claims 10 and 16 indicate that the target site is a tumor, as such, there is no reason why claims 10 a nd 16 would be 
seoarateblv patentable unless Applicant is improperly appealing an invention which is broader in scope than the elected 
invention. Applicant's arguments do not appear to indicate how claims 10 and Ware separately patentable from the elected
